Tho full extent of China's position

Today's session of the Bis Nine was 


occupied entirely with the presenta- 
tion of China's ' views. Immediately 
afterward, it became known that they 
commanded the moral support of the 
United tSates. The British viewpoints 
trere made known a little later.

WARSHIPS CAN BE USED 


FOR NOOTHER PURPOSE 


Washington, Nov. 16. — Naval ves- 
sels designated for discarding Under a 
limitation of armament 
agreement 


would have to be scrapped or sunk, 
naval experts declared today. No sat- 
isfactory method of utilizing naval 
vessels for any purposes other than 
that for which they were designed and 
built has ever been evolved, they said. 


Hope of saving the discarded Ger- 


many fleet was voiced in Paris during 
the peace conference, these officials 
recalled, only to be thrown out aa im- 
practical.

German 
warships 


could not be used by other countries 
effectively on account of (iesigix and 
because of the unusual calibre of am- 
munition required. 


Attempts to remodel the- German 


fleet into merchant 
and 
passenger 


ships also failed, naval constructors 
said, and similar efforts today in con- 
nection with ships oi the United States 
navy were declared to be equally futile. 
With the exception of certain light 
cruisers, which probably will not be 
scrapped, no naval ships now on the

Compattive Naval Strength. 


The reported Intention of the Jap- 


anese delegation to ask a higher ratio 
of naval strength compared to Great 
Britain and the United States than 
the 60 per cent fixed in the American 
plan, gives added interest to the sta- 
tistical comparisons of the three coun- 
tries. 
Extent of coast line in part determ- 


ines the need of naval forces. The

home every day a few minute* earlier 
or later than is their present custom 
in order that the rush hour conges- 
tion In. subways, elevated trains arid 
street cars each morning and after- 
noon may be partly relieved- 


The state transit commission an- 


nounced tonight that tt had given con- 
sideration to such a. plan for several 
months and if Jlnaly judged feasibje 
big business and industrial establish- 
menu would be asked to put it in 
operation. 


The commission today brought out 


statistics at its hearing, looking toward 
clarification of the metropolitan trac- 
tion muddle, wfcich placed the average 
cost per passenger of operating the 
various transit lines during ttie fiscal 
year ended June 30 at $6.43.

ally, the fare in Xew York is five cents 
but 
the 
commission says It really 


amounts to six centa and more be- 
cause of the elimination of free trans- 
fers and existence of a ten million dol- 
lar tai burden to pay the city's share 
in operating subways, 


Htige Deficit Last 1'cnr. 


Last year the SO-odd traction lines 


•which the com mission seeks to co- 
alesce into three systems had a com- 
bined deficit o£ »17,OOQ,OOll compared 
with one of 59,000,000 two years ago 
it was testified by expert engineers 
employed by the com mission. 
These 


companies have an aggregate capitali- 
zation of tl,lS5,8*M31. some of. which 
the commission says, is water that 
must be wrung out.

DISARMED IN TUSSLE

Phoenix, Adz., Xov. IB.—Roy Gard- 


ner, mail band:t who escaped under 
the fire o£ a score of guards from the 
federal penitentiary at McNeil Island. 
Wash., where he was serving a sen- 
tence for Pacific coast robberies, was 
captured 
single-handed 
here 
last 


night by Herman Inderlied when he 
attempted to rob tlie latter's mail 
car on an 
Atchison, 
Topeka 
and 


Sante Fe railroad train at tho Santa 
Fe station. Inderlied was unarmed. 


Gardner was arraigned today and 


held lor the federal grand 
jury in 


bonds o£ S100.000. Ho will not be tried 
here, however, but will be sent 
to 


Leaven worth, Kansas, to finish serv- 
ing sentences which 
were 
hanging 


over him when he escaped last Sep- 
tember. 


The bandit admitted his Identity 


when local police recognized in him a 
likeness with descriptions sent broad- 
cast at tne lima of Gardner's escape 
from McNeil Island. 


The prisoner's words' to Sheriff 


Montgomery when taken into 
the 


county Jail were a warning that he in- 
tended to escape if the opportunity 
arose. 


To Keeoltc ST.OOO Itcivard. 


Eaward C. McGrath. Buperintedent 


Of the railway mail service in 
the 
west, declared tonight that Inderlied 
would receive the reward of Si.OOO 
offered lor the capture of any person 
who attempted to rob the mails and 
also ^OOO which was a special re- 
ward oitered for the capture of Gard- 
ner. 


At the hearing, Inderlied told of 


going to the car to prepare for his run. 
He said he changed his clothes, lay- 
ing his revolver on a table while he 
did so. 
Afterwards, he Rot out to 


get the mall from a,drop box at the 
station, -leaving Ills revolver. 


When he returned, he said, he was 


confronted by a masked 
man who 


pointed a revolver towards his head 
and ordered him to 
hold 
up his 


hands and to back into the corner. 


"I started backing but didn't hold 


up my hands." he said. 


When he got into the. corner, In- 


derlied said the bandit ordered him to 
lie down on his stomach and he start- 
ed to do so. Then, he said, he started 
to straighten up but only got high 
enough to see the gun in the other'u 
hand. 


"I made a grab for It and got his 


wrist," Inderlied testified. 
"Then we 
started scuffling and wrestling," 


At last, he said, both fell down and 


he got on top of the bandit and got 
possession of the gun. About that 
time, lie testiiied, help arrived In re- 
sponse to his calls, 


Had Many Chances to Shoot. 


In reply to questions, Inderlied. who 


is over six feet tall and weighs 215 
pounds, admitted the bandit had nu- 
merous chances to shoot him both be- 
fore and during the scuffling. 


Inderlied identified five bullets as 


those he had later taken from Gard- 
ner's gun 
TBO of tho 
bullets had 


wooden noses and were so arranged in 
the gun that the wooden-nosed ones 
would be fired first. Gardner explain- 
ed that the wooden-nosed bullets con- 
iainod small shot and probably would 
stop it man without killing him. 


indertied was called to the police 


station to identify the prisoner aa hla 
assailant. 


As he approached the prisoner, the 


latter held out his hand and c.iid: 


"You 
haven't got any hard feelings 


have you?" 
"I've sot a ivife and child at home," 


Indtrlied replied.

A few weeks ago a news- 


paper man visited one of 
the wholesale markets of 
Swift & Company. 
He 


•wanted to see a retailer 
buy a loin of beef and 
then watch the retailer 
sell the porterhouse and 
sirloin steaks from it over 
his counter. He thought 
this wooH make a good 
story. 


The head of the mar- 


ket took the reporter into 
the "cooler" where he 
showed him a high class 
aide of beef. 
With a 


wooden skewer hemarked 


off the loin and said, "That would cost a retailer just 40 
cents a pound, but it's only 8 per cent of the weight of 
the whole side. 


"This piece, (and he marked off about one-fourth of 


the carcass) is the chuck and I'll sell it at wholesale for 7 
cents a pound. Please remember, this is one of our best 
sides of beef. 
We also have besf which sells for half 


as much." 


This wide variation in the price of various cuts from 


Ihe same side of beef is caused largely by darr.and for 
the tender cuts. 
The others are, of course, just as 


wholesome. 


It seems as though more people than ever are 


demanding choicer cuts, and their demand sets the price. 
If few people ask for the foreqwarter cuts, the price of 
forequarters will automatically drop to a figure low 
enough to induce people to buy because of cheapness. 


Even though certain cuts sell for relatively high 


prices, other cuts, due to lack of demand, sell so low that 
our profit from all sources over a period of five years 
averaged only a fraction of a cent a pound. 


It is competition between consumers for the choice
